WASHINGTON (AP) - Tires 
certified by four major Ameri­ 
can manufacturers as meeting 
government 
safety 
standards 
failed 25 per cent of tests con­ 
ducted by independent labora­ 
tories. the Department of Trans­ 
portation said Monday . 


The 120 tests sponsored by the 
governm ent as a check on com­ 
pany -certified 
safety 
compli­ 
ance showed 30 failures involv­ 
ing endurance, high-speed per­ 
formance and strength. 


A spokesman for the tire in­ 
dustry 
immediately 
countered 
that “ fragmentary reports on a 
few early tests can give a very 
misleading and distorted view 
of the over-all situation.” 


“ The favorable ex perience of 
millions of motorists over many 
y ears with good, safe tires far 
outweighs a few isolated labora­ 
tory tests,” said Ross R. Orms- 
by , chairman of the Tire Indus­ 
try Safetv Council. 
N O A C T I O N 
The government has taken no 
action against any of the four 
tire manufacturers. Civil penal­ 
ties up to $400,000 can be sought 
from firms that violate federal 
auto safety standards. 
Frank Armstrong, director of 
the Office of Performance Anal­ 
y sis in the National Highway 
Safety Bureau, said also that no 
recalls have been req uired of 
the four tire manufacturers. 
An earlier sum m ary of all

reports 
to

re­ 
leased on tires showed 6.1 per 
cent failure. But. a 22.7 per cent 
failure rate was reported on one 
special test. 
The D epartm ent of Transpor­ 
tation emphasizes that test fail­ 
ures do not necessairly mean 
violation of federal standards, 
and test successes do not estab­ 
lish compliance. 
The tire with the highest fail­ 
ure rate was the Goody ear Tire 
and Rubber Co. Power Cushion 
— 18 in 48 tests. 
B. F. Goodrich’s Silvertown 
MO flunked six of 18 tests. The

Trailmaker. Silvertown 770. Sil- 
vertown 990 Radial and Silver­ 
town Wide Profile were found 
defect free in 14 tests.

The laboratories reported five 
failures in 26 tests of the PT100 
and PT120 tires manufactured 
by the Armstrong Rubber Co.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army Monday ordered a y oung 
lieutenant 
court-martialed 
on 
charges of premeditated m ur ­ 
der of 
109 South Vietnamese, 
icluding a two-y ear-old child, in 
the alleged U.S. massacre at 
My Lai village. 
The case of 1st Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr.. will be tried as a 
capital offense, meaning that if 
c o n v i c t e d 
the 
26-y ear-old 


Way nesvillc. N.C., man faces a 
penalty of death or life impris­ 
onment. 
Calley is the first American 
soldier formally accused in' the 
alleged 
m ass 
killings, 
which 
have stirred up an international 
furore. 
One other Army m a n—S. Sgt. 
David M i t c h e 1 1 —h a s been 
charged with assault with intent 
to murder My Lai villagers, and 


the Army is investigating 24 oth­ 
er soldiers and ex -soldiers in 
connection with the case. 
The Calley case may be un­ 
precedented so far as the m a g­ 
nitude of the alleged crimes is 
concerned. Army officers said 
they could 
not recall another 
case in previous wars where an 
Army man was accused of kill­ 
ing so many civilians

Near Treaty on 


Nuclear Weapons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States and the Soviet Un­ 


ion Monday virtually completed 


their ratification of the treaty to 


prevent the spread of nuclear 


weapons. 


The document 
must be for­ 
mally deposited in Washington, 
London, or Moscow, or in all 
three capitals. This will happen 
in the nex t 10 to 14 day s. 


President 
Nix on 
signed 
the 
pact in Washington and Nikolai 
V. Podgorny l chairman of the 
Presidium of the Supreme So­ 
viet, 
signed 
in 
Moscow. 
The 
U.S. Senate ratified the treaty 
on March 13 but Nix on withheld 
his signature so the two major 
nuclear powers could sign it si­ 
multaneously . 


In Moscow the Presidium, or 
Soviet Parliament, ratified the 
pact and Podgorny signed it on 
the sam e day . 
The treaty commits the Unit­ 
ed States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union to refrain 
from 
giving 
other countries nuclear weap­ 
ons. control over such weapons, 
or assistance in their develop­ 
ment.

The nonnuclear nations acced­ 
ing to the pact commit th em ­ 
selves riot to acq uire or develop 
a nuclear arsenal. 
The 
NPT, 
President 
Nix on 
said in signing it, is designed 
“ to make our world a 
safer 
home for all mankind.” He ex ­ 
pressed the hope ratification of 
the 
treaty 
by 
the 
necessary 
number of states “ will soon oc­ 
cur so that it may enter into 
force at an earlv time.”

State Still Supports 10 Hospitals

Indications 
are 
that 
Penn­ 
sylvania's taxpaying public is 
destined to continue an ad in­ 
finitum 
to 
provide 
hospital 
service for 10 “ special” areas 
of the state — as well as un­ 
derwrite the cost of their own 
community hospitals. 
The “ special-treatment” areas 
are 
in 
the' 
hard 
and 
soil 
coal regions, where 10 state- 
owned 
general 
hospitals 
— 
providing 
the 
same 
type of 
hospital service as the 200-odd- 
non-state-owned but community 
supported 
hospitals 
scattered 
throughout the state — flourish 
as much if not more today than 
when the first one was opened 
the 
latter 
part 
of 
the 
19th 
century. 
Originally the idea was to 
provide 
medical 
care 
and 
treatment for workers injured 
in anthracite and bituminous 


coal mines of Pennsylvania in 
an era when mine injuries were 
commonplace and the pay low, 
even though the coal industry 
was at. a flourishing peak. 


Since then, serious mine in­ 
juries 
have 
become 
(com­ 
paratively) 
fevv and far bet­ 
ween. 
the 
industry 
has 
de­ 
flourished, and other industries 
have 
taken 
over 
with 
what 
might be termed modernized 
pay scales. 
However, it was not until 1939 
that the 10 state-owned hospitals 
w e r e 
declared 
“ general” 
hospitals serving the surroun­ 
ding communities. 
That was 30 years ago — yet 
today, 
with 
their 
original 
purpose long outlived, they are 
still carried on the books as 
state-owned hospitals, operated 
and funded by the state, with 
taxpayers of the state as a 
whole continuing to underwrite 


the - cost (in addition to their 
own local community hospital). 


Governor Shafer in his budget 
for the current 1969-1970 fiscal 
year projected an expenditure 
of 
$18,3 i 6,000 
to 
cover 
the 
operation of these 10 hospitals 
— 
up 
$2,022,000 
from 
the 
prefious fiscal year. 
Hut what seems to indicate 
an ad infinitum continuation of 
taxpayer support of these 10 
favored areas is the projection 
to be found in His Excellency's 
Capital Budget 
- that’s the 
physical, 
building 
needs 
for 
state facilities. 
For the current 1969-70 fiscal 
year, 
the 
Capital 
Budget 
allocation is $331,000 — but in 
the 
four-year 
Capital 
Budge* 
projection to fiscal 1973-74 it is 
$3,751,000, which in the words 
of the budget itself calls for 
‘ ‘ a l t e r a t i o n s of hospital 
buildings 
at 
three 
of 
the 


hospitals and land acquisition 
for a new building at one of 
the hospitals.” 
Or, adding the current year 
to the four-year projection, the 
total 
comes 
to 
$3,974,000 
in 
physical plant work to be un­ 
derwritten 
by 
Pennsylvania 
taxpayers as a whole. 
A 
new 
$5 
million 
200-bed 
hospital was dedicated in 1967 
a‘ 
Ashland 
State 
General 
Hospital 
to 
replace 
the 
original 
84-year-old 
structure 
which was demolished and the 
space 
used 
as 
part 
of 
the 
hospital parking lot. 
P l a n s 
now 
are 
being 
developed 
for 
the 
complete 
replacement of ‘he state-owned 
general hospitals at Coaldale 
and 
Hazleton, 
and 
a 
new 
rehabilitation 
center 
as 
an 
annex 
to 
Philipsburg 
State 
General 
Hospital 
is 
on 
the 
agenda. 


Virtually no one will dispute 
the fact that these hospitals are 
providing needed and in most 
cases, 
top-flight 
medical and 
hospital care in the areas they 
serve, 
with 
revenue 
from 
Medicare, 
etc., 
helping 
ap­ 
proach a self-sustaining status. 
But what seems to be at issue 
is why these 10 hospitals must 
continue to provide service and 
facilities at state expense, while 
the rest of the 200 local hospital 
areas have to shoulder their 
own burden. 
Three 
bills 
have 
been 
in­ 
troduced in the current session 
of the Legislature with the idea 
of doing something about the 
state-owned hospitals but none 
have moved out of committee 
for action and in all probability 
never will.

“ The saddest thing in my life 
is not to be able to get through 
to my father," his son, the 
Preisdent of the United States, 
told me not too long before his 
assassination. ” 1 talk to him, 
ask advice of him, look at his 
eyes for some response.

But Old Joe is said to have 
understood and wept helplessly 
for hours when told, a day or 
two after the fact, that his son 
had 
been 
gunned 
down 
in 
Dallas. 
Old Joe was immensely proud 
of his sons. In 1957, in the 
course of doing research for a 
newspaper 
series 
about 
the 
Kennedy 
family. 
Old 
Joe 
provided me with the following 
estimates of his sons: 
‘ ‘ N o w 
you 
take 
Jack. 
Nobody's more courageous than 
Jack. He’s a real intellectual, 
that 
boy, 
and 
a 
first-class 
historian, too. Don’t let anybody 
tell you he had help when he 
w a s 
writing 
‘Profiles 
in 
Courage.’ (Ed. note: Old Joe 
had 
e a r l i e r 
vehemently 
denounced Drew Pearson for 
such a charge.) I can see him 
now. lying on that couch out 
there on the lawn (at Palm 
Beach), working on that book 
by the hour. 
His back was 
killing him, but never a word 
out of him.” 
lie had words for his other 
sons: 
“ Now 
you 
take 
Bobby. 
Bobby’s a tough one; he'll keep 
the Kennedys together, you can 
bet. He’s a lot like me; he 
never forgets an enemy. And 
keep your eye on Teddy, too. 
That

through.” 
At 
67, 
the 
m u l t i - 
multimillionaire son of a Boston 
saloonkeeper 
and

a leisurely patio lunch at his 
Palm Beach estate. “ The doc­ 
tor of sick empires,’ as someone 
once called me, is sidelined," 
he said, contently. Actually, he 
was very much alive. 
At 70, in the course of an 
interview at the headquarters 
of his Iinancial empire at 230 


Park Ave., and with his son 
elected President by a tran­ 
sparently 
thin 
margin, 
he 
hardly 
lacked 
vigor 
or 
the 
positive thinking that had im­ 
pelled him to break out of his 
Boston Irish pattern, plunge into 
Harvard 
rather 
than 
the 
Jesuits’ 
Boston 
College, 
and 
swear he’d become so rich that 
the Cabots and the Lodges and 
the Boston Brahmans in general 
would have to acknowledge him 
as an equal. 
“ How many states would Jack 
have taken if he had not been 
a Catholic?" I asked him. 
“ All of them!" he more or 
less shouted, as he shook his 
desk with

clenched fist. 
The photographer who was 
taking 
pictures

illustrate the article touched the 
knot of his own necktie, then 
asked. 
“ Mr. 
Kennedy, would

centering it. As he did so. the 
photographer

picture of him. 
I later wrote:

cameraman's throat. Then he 
caught himself and, livid, said

No one has told us how- he

As for his reaction to his 
youngest son's grim escapade, 
had he been able to react, one 
can only surmise that his fierce 
pride in his brood would have 
summoned all of his guile and 
fortune to the side of his son. 
The widow of JF K , in rare 
interview, once told me that
